Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

The gable-roofed, 1 1/2-story, L-plan, dwelling in this typical nineteenth- 
century farmstead of attached appendages leading here to the small, New 
England barn differs in that the lateral wing is set back from the plan of 
the 3x2 bay, main block rather than aligned with it as is more common 
to Eastham. The distinction is partially obscured by the addition of a 
1-story, full-width, enclosed porch on the wing. Interconnection is 
maintained by a 1-story, gable-roofed rear ell off the southwest corner of 
the lateral wing leading to a perpendicularly oriented ell/shed that adjoins 
the gable-roofed, New England barn with additional bay to the south and a 
1 1/2-story, shed-roofed, section to the rear (west). 

Utilization of clapboard siding rather than shingles also sets this dwelling 
apart from the others of its type in town. Wall and eaves detail is 
limited to wide end boards, boxed, molded cornice with return and a wide 
molded frieze. The main entry, comprised of a wooden door of 4, oblique- 
cornered panels with etched glass in the elongated, rectangular, upper panels, 
is surmounted by an Italianate hood set on heavy brackets, identical to that 
found at 445 State Highway. Fenestration consists of 2/2, double-hung sash 
with cap molding trim on the main block and lateral wing and plain trim on the 
rear ells. Narrow, 2/2 windows side the entry in what appears to be an 
apartment in the perpendicular ell leading to the barn. A tri-part window 
comprised of banded, fixed sash with colored border lights is located on the 
second floor of the barn. A 6/6, double-hung sash window is set in the

According to local historian, Howard Quinn, and title research by the 
Fred Heller of the Eastham Historical Society this property originally 
belonged to Alvan Rogers. Rogers' daughter married Hinckley Lincoln and lived 
nearby at 475 State Highway. No other information regarding Alvan Rogers was 
found in local sources. In 1866, he sold the property with the dwelling and 
outbuildings thereon (except for a barn and store room located between the 
house and barn that were to be removed) to Clarington Smith, Jr. 

Captain Clarington Smith (b. Eastham, June 25, 1840; d. Eastham, September, 
1926), son of Clarington and Effie Rogers Smith, went to sea at the age of 
twelve as a cook on a fishing boat. By the age of twenty-one, he had become 
the captain of a schooner. He reputedly^ made seven trips around the world and 
learned to speak French, Spanish, Italian, and German. After sailing the 
world, he spent the last twenty years of this seafaring life in the coastal 
trade in command of the schooners Samos and Frank Rudd. Upon retiring, 
Clarington Smith became involved in local affairs. He served as a member of

Tall chimneys are located on the ridge of the main block and 

the rear ell.
